war aims were briefly set forth ,* the 
idea that sue desires to secure world 
domination through the war disclaim- 
ed, and the responsibility for the con- 
flict primarily placed upon Russia 
by Dr. Richard von Kuehlmann, the 
German foreign secretary in a speech 
to the reichstag in Berlin yesterday. 


While declaring that what was de- 
sired for the 
German 
people and 


.their allies was "a free, strong, inde- 
»pendent existence" within the bound- 
aries drawn by them "by history" 
the foreign secretary said Germany 
would have to decline to make any 
concessions by stating her position 
as to Belgium in a way wihch would 
bind her without similarly binding 
Germany's enemies. 


Referring to the responsibility for 


the war, as he viewed it, Von Kuehl- 
mann said- 


( "I do not believe any responsible 


man in Germany, not even the emper- 
or (or the members of the imperial 
government, ever for a moment be- 
lieved they could win the domination 
of Europe by starting this war 
The 


idea of world domination in Europe 
is Utopian, as 
was proved by Na- 
polean." 


After declaring that the revela- 


tions that nas neea 
made showed 


Russia as the power which planned 
and desired war, with France abet- 
ting her and England's 
attitude 


strengthening the Russian desire for 
conflict, Von Kuehlmann again de- 
clared that Germany had not enter* 
talned any belief that this war could 
lead even- to the domination of Eu- 
rope much less the world 


In introducing his statement of 


the German war aims, 
the foreign

The crushed Austrians 
forces not only were pursued to the 
river, but the Italians at paints have 
occupied strong bridgeheads on the 
eastern bank. 


How thorough the Italian victory 


has been is not yet clear, as every 
hour brings reports

Austrian losses. Many thousands of 
the invaders were killed In their at- 
tempt to regain the eastern bank of 
the river and the latest announce- 
ment from General Diaz places the 
number of prisoners alone at 40,000.

Sea to Switzerland the Allied armies 
are awaiting another blow from the 
Ge: mans. Premier Ziloyd George has 
told the British house of commons 
that another gigantic enemy effort 
is coming within *a few days, possi- 
bly within a few, hours. The Allies 
are ready to combat it. 


British and French troops on the 


Flanders battlefield have carried out 
local operations successfully on the 
plateau north of Le Port, west of 
Soissons and along the Aisne,

War.

there but sick ones and those who 
don't dare go." 


Yet the advice of the heads of our 


goveinnient seems to be that the 
boys should stick in school until they 
are of draft age. 
One hates to say

patriotic young man. Yet sometimes 
Ms wish to go is not so much patriot- 
ism, as a desire for adventure and a 
liking for being "in it."

MARKETING BUTTER AND 


CHEESE BY PARCEL POST. 


Creameries, dairies, and individual 


farms, in various 
instances which 


have been authenticated by the Bu- 
reau of Markets of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, have de- 
i eloped a succesful system of parcel 
jost marketing for butter and cheese. 
The conclusion reached by specialists 
of the Department as a result of a 
number of experimental shipments is 
that well-made butter, thoroughly 
ihilled before shipping, may be mar- 
leted 
successfully by parcel post 


when packed in a suitable container 
ind where extremely high tempeVa- 
tures are not encountered. Shipments 
during extremely hot weather fre- 
quently are unsatisfactory. 


The Bureau cf Markets received 


454 shipments of butter, coming dis- 
ances of from 187 to 536 miles, dur- 
ng various months of the year 
Of 
these 
shipments 
440, or 96 9 per 
cent., were received in satisfactory 
condition. 
The Bureau reshipped 


.his butter to various state experi- 
ment stations and the shipments ar- 
rived in good condition where 
the 


emperature and distance were not 
oo great. In 
general, shipments 


rom Washington 
were successful 


when forwarded as far 
north as 


Maine and as far west as Michigan 
and 
Indiana. 
Shipments into the 


South were successful shorter dis- 
ances. 


Farmers' Bulletin 930, "Market-

Milk is the nearest approach t» a 
perfect human food, and it is -by {far 
the best food - for children. Children 
must have mjjk in order to develop 
properly, ane| all oersons of ^whatever 
age need it in older" to keep in proper 
condition. 
The advice of the 'United States De- 
partment of Agriculture is: '^Save on 
other things if jou can, hut not on 
milk, your child's best food." 
Children who do not get milk, but 
are given tea .and coffee instead, are' 
for the most part sickly. 
There are 
always many sick children in cities 
and in countries where milk is scarce. 
When prices S£L,u;p and mothers begin 
to economize} ^K milk, mo_re children 
become sick. v-/Rnat -is one of the things 
that, under , B,yyi and every condition, 
the government regards it as essential 
to guard against. Food must be saved 
to feed the army an dmoney must be 
saved to finance the war, "but the Na- 
tion's children who in a little while 
will be the Nation's men and women 
must be given their opportunity for 
health and strength. Incidentally, the 
liberal use of milk does save meat 
and other transportable foods. 
Children, 
<m larger measure than 
grown 
persons, 
require 
lime. It is 
needed, particularly, for their bones 
and teeth, and in smaller quantities ; 
for their blood and other parts of their j 
bodies. Milk is the chief food for lime, j 
A cup of milk contains approximately ! 
four times as much lime as an egg. 
It is the cheapest food for lime. 
Milk is also an excellent food for 
body-building protein. In that respect 
it is like eggs and meat. Milk protein 
is especially good for children, but it 
is good for and should be used by ev- 
erybody. 
Milk, in addition, is an excellent fuel 
food. 
Children, who are much, more 
active than adults, need more fuel to 
burn in their bodies to help them run 
and play and work. . The fat and the 
milk sugar burn up as fuel 
A quart 
of milk gives the same amount of fuel 
as a pound of lean meat. 
A quart of 
milk gives the same amount of fuel as 
eight eggs. 
Milk, even at advanced 
cost, is the cheapest fuel food. 
Take

Whole milk, of course, is the best 
food.

Use whale milk — but do not

away the skim milk. 
"Every child, big or little, shoulfl have 
plenty of milk. The bit; bovs and girls 
need it only slightly less than do the 
babies, and grown persons need it only 
slightly less than tlie big bovs and;

milk as n refreshing

CITIES HAVE NO POWER 


TO FIX PHONE'RITES 


\ 


Supreme Court Decides That 


Final Authority Bests With 


Utilities Commission. 


That cities are without author- 


ity to fix telephone rates and that 
such power is lodged exclusively 
with the state utilities commission 
Is indicated by the supreme court 
In Its written opinion in the Cleve- 
land telephone case, decided last 
Friday, In which the court allowed 
the Cleveland Telephone Company 
to- put Into effect increased rates 
approved by the commission. 


The contention of the city was 
that as it Is governed under home 
rule charter, it possessed author- 
ity to regulate telephone rates.- 
The appellate and common pleas 
courts coincided in this view, and 
they are reversed; in this by the 
high court. The ruling of the su- 
preme court is of vital interest in 
every city which has a home-rule 
charter. 
Under this ruling, local tele- 


phone companies will be compelled 
to obtain the permission, of the 
utilities commission before they 
can raise rates.
